Mayor Maio opened the meeting to the public afidvising attendees that there is a five (5)
minute time limit for each speaker.

Sussex County Fire Shared Service Agreemehdministrator McNeilly stated that the shared
service resolution is on the agenda for the Suszmnty Freeholders meeting scheduled for
tomorrow.

Mt. Olive Grant Writer— Administrator McNeilly has spoken with Mt. OligeAdministrator,
Sean Canning, regarding the potential of a shagadce for a grant writer. The Administrators
have a meeting scheduled for Thursday to discieseption.

Court Clerk's Office— Administrator McNeilly stated that a final prerstruction meeting will
be held with the contractor tomorrow. The initd@molition will begin this Saturday. The
contractor has met with Tom Pershouse.

Councilwoman Kuncken asked Administrator McNeillywzwthe traffic meter has not been in
Stanhope for quite some time. Councilwoman Kuncitated that Stanhope and Netcong jointly
own the traffic meter. Administrator McNeilly s¢at that the traffic meter that is being used in
Netcong is not the shared unit. Netcong purchaseeéw traffic meter on their own. Chief
Pittigher stated that the unit will no longer chartself. In order to be repaired, the traffic aret
has to be brought to R&R in South Jersey. The wostpair it is unknown and the unit is 12
years old and has been out in the weather for g tiome. Mayor Maio asked the Administrator
to find out what it will cost to repair the traffroeter.

Councilman Benson stated that the original estiroalied for 22 blocks for the Dell Road Creek
project. Administrator McNeilly stated earlier ththere are still blocks that need to be
delivered. The invoice on the bills list indicatbat the Borough has received 32 blocks already.
Administrator McNeilly stated that several blocksrey utilized for the repair at Roberts Place.

COUNCIL COMMITTEE REPORTS

Public Safety — Councilwomen Kuncken/Thistleton

Police, Fire, Ambulance, Court & Violations Bureau, Emergency Management -
Councilwoman Kuncken reported that Stanhope Hosepaoy #1 had 7 calls answered, 6 drills
and 1 meeting for a total of 278 man hours volustge The Police Department had 311
incidents with traffic stops totaling 190. The Aunfdnce Corp. for the month of February had 23
calls in Stanhope and 13 calls in Netcong for altot 36. There was one out of town call to
Byram and one out of town call to Roxbury. Thererav8 advanced life support issues and 23
basic life support issues for a total of 31 paert5 trips were made to the hospital for a total
587 miles. Volunteer hours totaled 115 hours @hdhutes.
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Councilwoman Kuncken reported that two Public Safeeetings were conducted since the last
Mayor and Council Meeting. The first meeting wasdhwith the Chief and*1Assistant Chief
from the Fire Department along with Mayor Maio, Admtrator McNeilly, Councilwoman
Thistleton and Councilwoman Kuncken regarding tee of the siren and to develop a plan for
the future that would use technology to be abméwe away from the use of the siren with more
modern uses of communication. The Fire Departriseint the process of researching the costs
of a base radio and a high band radio system ame sther aspects of technology that they may
require. A plan was put forward by the Fire Depamt for the negating of the siren. A letter
has been sent to the Administrator, from the Figpd@tment, with suggested changes. This
information will be forward to dispatch. A followp meeting is scheduled for 3 weeks from
now to continue discussion. The second meetinghelislast night in Netcong with their Public
Safety Committee, the Mayor and the Administratbhe meeting was a preliminary discussion
regarding the purchase of a new ambulance.

Councilman Murphy asked if the high band radio exystvill connect everyone. Councilwoman
Kuncken stated that high band is used throughoss&uCounty and the Fire Chief is of the
opinion that it would meet those needs. Councilivamrphy asked if the system would be
compatible with Morris County. Councilwoman Thedtn stated that they are checking to see if
the system would be compatible with Morris Count#dministrator McNeilly stated that the
collective goal is that once everyone is in agregna@d the new system is put into place, then
the siren would not be needed any longer. Couwnaian Kuncken stated that they are looking
to develop a plan collectively with the Fire Depaent.

Finance & Administration — Councilman Benson/Coungioman Kuncken

Councilman Benson stated that the CFO has provadedmprehensive collection report that
includes the current year tax collections, whiatludes the prior year tax collection through the
end of February for last year and this year, lientgrest and other fees. This year aggregate
collected is $2,266,000 compared to $2,448,000ykmt. The collection rate this year for tie 1
and 29 quarter percentages were aggregate of 93.946% azechfo what was budgeted at
94.07%. This compares to 94.966% for last yedre dollection rate is not too far off what was
anticipated. Delinquencies have increased sligiityn $234,775 last year to $246,591 this
year. Councilman Benson reported that utility sesmdd interest for water collected this year is
$13,318 compared to $15,309 last year. Sewer oafiected including interest for this year are
$34,630 compared to $35,381 last year. CouncilBerson will request that delinquencies on a
monthly and aggregate basis be included as péneakport in the future.

Community Development — Councilmen Murphy/Graham

Zoning, Construction, Code Enforcement, Economic Delopment, Chamber of
Commerce, Downtown Revitalization— Councilman Murphy reported that a meeting wad hel
2 weeks ago with Wayne McCabe who is a county h&tand a professional planner/historical
architect. The meeting, which was held at the tBfaMill, was attended by Councilman
Murphy, Wayne McCabe, Mayor Maio, Councilman Grahawaiministrator McNeilly and Paula
Zeliff-Murphy. Councilman Graham stated that he $ar. McCabe earlier in the day and he is
putting together a letter that will acknowledge wha saw, his recommendations and a proposal.
This is not a letter of engagement.

Municipal Infrastructure — Councilmen Graham/Murphy

Water Distribution, Sewer Collection System, Road ©nstruction & Maintenance,
Buildings & Grounds — Councilman Graham reported that Lee Purcell :g¢edsubmit his
preliminary response for the water tower/waterasfructure before the Borough can proceed to
the next step of the project. Administrator McNesdtated that he spoke with Mr. Purcell today
and the proposal is being compiled.

Information Technology — Councilmen Depew/Benson
Acquisition of Hardware & Software, Technical Equipment Services, Telecommunication,
Cable Television Franchise -€ouncilman Depew stated there is no report attime.

Boards/Commissions — Councilwoman Thistleton/Countan Depew

Board of Health, Regional Planning Board, Environmatal Commission, Musconetcong
Sewerage Authority, Sanitation & Recycling, Recreabn Commission, Shade Tree
Commission, Land Use Board -Councilwoman Thistleton reported that the BoardHeflth
will be holding a free rabies clinic on Friday, 0", from 6:00PM to 8:00PM at the Stanhope
Fire House.
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On motion by Councilman Graham, seconded by Cownailan Kuncken, and unanimously
carried by voice vote the committee reports wesepied.

COUNCIL BUSINESS

Mayor Maio stated that only one Mayor and Counodetimg was scheduled for the month of
April due to the fact that the school board elettieas scheduled to be held on Aprif’24The
School Board will not be holding an election on Sdey, April 24", therefore the Mayor and
Council will hold their second meeting of the mooththat date. Mayor Maio asked the Deputy
Clerk to ask the Municipal Clerk to advertise theating.

Knox Box Ordinance- Mr. Stein stated that he has examples of twamargtes for Knox Boxes,
one from Chatham Borough and another from a tovnshPennsylvania. This type of system
will allow the fire department, in the event of amergency, to have a key available on site to
gain access. Councilman Graham asked if any oftimeunding towns have this system in
place. Administrator McNeilly stated that RoxbuBpver, Hackettstown and Allamuchy use
the Knox Box system. Mayor Maio stated that itdoae apparent after a recent issue at Dollar
General that the Fire Department needs to be ablactess commercial buildings in an
emergency. Mayor Maio worked for a company in Royhback in the 80’s which used this
system. Councilman Graham is also familiar witis tigpe of system. Mayor Maio stated that
after reviewing the two examples, she is of thenmoi that Chatham'’s includes everything that
the Borough needs. Administrator McNeilly statbdttaccording to the price list this system
can also be used for residential properties. @tudd be beneficial for elderly residents that may
require assistance at some point or any residanttbuld like to have this installed in case of an
emergency. Mayor Maio stated that the prices bag®R215 and increase from there depending
on the size of the box that is required. Counamhao Kuncken stated that in Hackettstown their
system incorporates any gates or fencing to bedk#ye same as the door. Councilman Benson
asked what happens with the security systems thagtget activated. Administrator McNeilly
stated that the alarms may still be set off. Bystem prevents physical damage from occurring
to the building. Councilman Graham asked whattitheframe for implementing the ordinance
would be. Councilman Murphy asked if there issh ¢if businesses that will be affected by this
ordinance. Councilman Murphy is of the opiniontthasiness owners may object to having to
install the system which is ultimately going to ttheem. He is of the opinion that a letter should
be sent out ahead of time to inform the businesseosvso they understand why the system is
going to be implemented and the benefit to thesimess. Mr. Stein suggested that a list be
compiled and a letter sent out as soon as the amwdenis introduced which will inform the
business owners of the ordinance and the dateegduhlic hearing so that they can attend if they
want to. Administrator McNeilly stated that thedimrance could be written to coincide with the
move to the shared service with the Sussex CoungyNrarshal’s Office. Mr. Stein stated that
the Borough can specify the timeframe for impleraganh in the ordinance. The ordinance will
state that the businesses need to comply but wiilspecify means and methods. Administrator
McNeilly stated that the business will determineickhbox is necessary for their particular
location. Councilwoman Kuncken is of the opinidratt private residences could benefit from
this system as well. If someone’s security sysadamm is activated and they are unreachable for
any reason, the police or fire department woulddnie break down the door to inspect the
residence. The expense of installing the box wbeldess than having to replace the door. The
Governing Body made the decision to go ahead \mithdrdinance. Mr. Stein will provide the
ordinance for the April Mayor and Council Meeting.

Outdoor Wood Burning Boiler Mayor Maio stated that the Governing Body isiasted in
adopting an ordinance that will prohibit outdoorasdourning boilers. Administrator McNeilly
stated that Newton has an ordinance prohibitingudee of outdoor boilers. The lot sizes in the
Borough of Stanhope are too small to permit use¢hefboilers. Mr. Stein will provide the
ordinance for the April Mayor and Council Meeting.

Board of Health Request — School/Non-profit Footehse Ordinance Mayor Maio stated that

a request has been received from the Board of IHaaking that fees be waived for inspections
of non-profit facilities. The Sanitarian informéloe Board of Health that any non-profit that is
selling food has to be inspected and a licensestelde issued. Administrator McNeilly stated
that at the next Board of Health meeting the isslienspections for the churches should be
addressed to determine their status. Little Leagukany sports events where food is sold need
to be inspected. Mayor Maio asked Councilwomarsfldtion to follow up with the Board of
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Health. Mr. Stein stated that an ordinance capuien place that would require the non-profit
organizations to obtain a license but no fee wdddrequired. Mr. Stein will provide the
ordinance.

Smoke Free Ordinance Mayor Maio stated that she has received a reédreen the Center for
Prevention and Counseling for the establishmera sinoke free ordinance that would include
municipal buildings, borough parks, recreationlfaes and any and all public events. A kick-
off meeting will be held on April Bwhich the Mayor and anyone that wishes may attételen
Homayer, who resides in town and is the nurseHerdenter, will be attending the Mayor and
Council Meeting on April 18. The Governing Body stated that they are all ppraval of
moving ahead with this ordinance. Mr. Stein statet the schools would not be included in
this ordinance because they are covered by sttgest Mr. Stein will provide the ordinance.

Sussex County Relay for L #eMayor Maio stated that a request has been rederquesting a
resolution be adopted in support of the Sussex ydrelay for Life which will be held on May
19".  Mayor Maio asked that a resolution be drafted added to the agenda for the next Mayor
and Council Meeting.

Sussex County League of MunicipalitesMayor Maio reminded the Council that the next
meeting for the Sussex County League of Municiealitvill be held on April 11. Councilman
Graham stated that only four seats are availaldlais meeting is being held at the Sussex
County Jail and space is limited.

Complete Streets Mayor Maio stated that an invitation has beaeired to attend a meeting
regarding the Complete Streets Program that wilhélel Wednesday, April™ at the County
College of Morris. Councilman Graham stated thatwill be attending because this is being
sponsored by the Sussex County League of Munitigsli Councilman Depew will also attend.

Budget Impacts Mayor Maio spoke to the schools regarding thpaaot of their budgets on the
taxpayers of the Borough of Stanhope. Lenape yalows a 2 cent decrease per assessed
value. The impact on an average home will be aedse of $55.00. Stanhope has benefitted
from the fact that Byram’s enroliment has increaaed Stanhope’s enrollment has declined this
year and also due to the fact that Lenape Vallegived funding for being a Choice School.
The Valley Road School budget came in at exactly 2%is will result in a $57.62 impact on an
average home. The Borough’'s budget is at 1.73%waguates to $34.75 per average home.
The net effect of the 3 budgets is an increase3@f3y. The County and library budgets are not
available yet. There will be an increase overabveryone.

WATER SUPPLY FLUORIDATION ACT (AI811/8959)

WHEREAS, clean, safe drinking water is a necessity fa; l&nd

WHEREAS, Sussex County is located in the heathef New Jersey Highlands, a
geographic region that is the sourcelafan, safe drinking water for nearly six milliorew
Jersey residents; and

WHEREAS, the residents of Sussex Couatg served by eleven small, private and
public water companies; and

WHEREAS, the purpose od public water supply is to provide safe drinkingt&r to
the entire community, which is composedpebple with varying health conditions, in varying
stages of life, and ofarying economic status; not to forcibly mass matiche population,
which is a civil rights violation; and
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WHEREAS, mandated fluoridation afrinking water is mass medicationtbe public
through the public water supply; and

WHEREAS, current science shows that fluoridation chemicals pose increased risk
to sensitive subpopulations, including infants, ¢lderly, diabetics, kidney patients, and people
with poor nutritional status; and
